Ike To Offer U.N. 
Africa Aid Plan, 
Air Peace Patrol 


NEW YORK (AP) — President 
Eisenhower will offer a vast new 
plan for African aid and suggest 
a U N. aerial peace patrol when 
he addresses the United Nations 
Thursday, the New Y’ork Herald I 
Tribune reported today. 
The new spaper’s lead story said 
specific proposals in the speech 
draft cast the world organization 
in a starring role in contrast with 
recent Soviet efforts to circu m ­ 
vent the United Nations. 
The President, it said, wjll urge 
that the United Nations be given 
g reater responsibility than ever in 
a wide range of affairs, in what 
am ounts to a vote of confidence 
in the U.N.

For Red Moves 


Dem Urges Nation Act 
'First and Fast;' 
Nixon Calls Jack Naive

dent must act first and fast to 
streng.hei^ the cause of peace— 
and cannot m erely wait for Soviet 
P rem ier Nikita Khrushchev's next 
move. 
Pledging he would follow such a 
course if elected, the dem ocratic

and fast” to m eet the Communist 
challenge. 
In doing so, Kennedy rejected 
the call of his Republican rival, 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon, 
for a m oratorium on talk of A m er­ 
ican weakness and for solid back­ 
ing of President Eisenhower while 
Khrushchev is in the country for 
the United Nations General As 
sembly. 


Nixon, on tour in the Midwest, 
meanwhile declared that Kennedy 
was naive ain u ' the Communist 
mind and asserted that the Demo­ 
cratic candidate was beholden to 
big labor unions. 
The Republican candidate then 
renewed his appeal for rank and 
file labor votes, saying that “ the 
p re s id e r of twe United States has 
to be for all the people and then 
must belong to no one group IOO 
per cent. I feel it to be my re ­ 
sponsibility to stand for what is 
best for all Americans — union 
m em bers and non-union m em bers 
alike.’

CAPE CANAVERAL, FU (AP) 
—The Air F orce’s new Blue Scout 
j space rocket blasted off today in 
an effort to hurl a radiation-study 
package 16.600 miles into space 
The experim ent could lead to a 
means of detecting nuclear explo­ 
sions high above the earth. 
The 
40-foot

racket 
darted from this missile test cen­ 
ter at 8:02 a. rn. Tucked in its 
nose was a 32 8 pound payload 
packed with instruments to probe 
radiation mysteries in space. 
All four solid-fuel stages ignited 
with clock like precision.

It has been the protection and the guiding 
light of free men ever since its adopt­ 
ion that Septem ber. 1787. 
There is no governm ental charter in 
the w o r l d which comes as close as the 
U. S. Constitution to true justice. Auto­ 
cracy or oligarchy can come in the United 
States only when free m en surrender the 
rights given to them in that document. If 
the United Sates has not achieved the 
full prom ise that it holds it is not the fault 
of the Constitution — rather it is that the 


Constitution has not been followed in Its 
true spirit. 
It is not essential that A m ericans give 
reverehce to the Constitution. It is essen­ 
tial that they recognize it as their own in­ 
dividual ch arter of freedom , to protect it 
and defend it, for their own sake and their 
children’s.

The United Slates 
will experi­ 
ence for the first time the appear 
ance within 
its 
borders of unin 
sited heads of 
slates, 
some of 
whom are regarded by toe Amer­ 
ican people as enemies. 
Khrushchev, Radar, Naseer, Tit© 
and Fidel Castro will head their 
delegations at tbeGeneralAssemb- 
Jy of tile United Nations. Why is 
it that they all come at the same 
time? Who suggested that a grand­ 
iose conference of heads of state* 
meet in New York? Why was not 
the State Department asked wheth­ 
er it would be convenient? 
Already the 
United 
States ha* 
reacted to this by limiting tie visits 
of Khrushchev 
and 
R a d a r 
to 
Manhattan Island where the Unit­ 
ed Nations is situated. Khrushchev 
may find this limitation umbrage­ 
ous. but our government is 
well 
wiihiB its right* as the agreements 
concerning 
the 
United 
Nations 
only provide that those having bus:. 
ness with that body have access to 
it 
We do not need to gi\a them 
free access to the 
United 
States, 
particularly during a Presidential 
campaign. 
The problem of security, in this 
connection, is 
a 
very real 
one. 
There are undoubtedly many per­ 
sons 
in 
toe 
United Slates 
who 
would like to kill Khrushchev and 
Hadar and even Nasser. The police 
in New York will face a very ser­ 
ious technical problem of protect­ 
ing the lives of these unpopular 
personalities. 
The enormous population of New 
York City is fragmented into large 
groups of persons whose prior nat­ 
ionality makes them particularly 
visitor*. Our citizens of 
Hungar­ 
ian origin must regard Radar as 
a traitor just as tiose of ITtrain- 
ian origin regard Khrushchev 
as 
a murderer. 
Khrushchev has undoubtedly cal­ 
led a disarmament conference of 
his own at toe United Nations with­ 
out consul'.ng anyone. He assumes 
that if all these heads of states 
w iom he has askel are present, 
the United States, particularly it* 
President, must attend such a con 
ference 
of 
Khrushchev 
chosen 
delegates. Otherwise, Khrushchev 
will choose an American President 
who will do his bidding! This is 
crazy thinking. Apparently he can- 
n it keep out of our Presidential 
campaign. 
When t ie United Nations was es 
tabl filled m 1945, it had 51 m em ­ 
bers; of these 31, only 15 wert Af­ 
rican and Asian nations. It ii now 
estimated that by the end of this 
year. the total membership of the 
I oiled Nations will be 99 but the 
African and 
Asiatic 
membership 
will mcrease to SO. In a word the 


African 
and 
Asian 
nations 
will 
have a majority. 
The shift of power is rapidly mov­ 
ing to give nations with a Soviet af. 
filiation or 
sympathy 
a 
greater 
vote than they have ever had. It 
is estimated that by the end of 
1962, out of a total membership of 
106, the African and Asiatic mem­ 
bers will be 58. It could well be 
that by 1962. tile Communists will 
have an absolute majority in the 
United Nations. 
Proponents of the United Nations I 
make the point that African and I 
Asiatic nations do not always vote 
together, that they ar# not harmon­ 
ious and that they will not form 
a block. 
However, while we are 
gazing into the future, why not ask, 
suppose out of the dissatisfied and 
discontented nations rn 
Asia, 
Af­ 
rica and Latin America, a b I oc is 
formed 
to 
squeeze 
the United 
States, what will our policy have 
to be then? 
The attitude adopted by many of 
these countries is that the United 
States should underwrite their ec­ 
onomies as the Unled States has 
enriched European countrits since 
World War II. The United Nations 
permits the United States to pay 
the largest share of the costs of 
its operations — all out of propor­ 
tion to what should be our respon­ 
sibility. 
Much of this was foreseen when 
the United Nations was brought to 
the United States. It may be re­ 
tailed that originally the plan was 
to establish a rather large 
area 
w.iich W’ould become an extra-ter­ 
ritorial enclave within this country. 
Finally, the Rockefeller family col­ 
lected the property on the 
East 
River in New York City, a reason -

Shaw has hybrid petunias which 
measure four inches across— and 
that’s a pretty big petunia.

SHAW has been 
successful 
in 
growing 
roses 
from 
slips.

But

air rn every nowr and then. Shaw 
said that most people thought it wa 
not a good practice to lift the jar 
once it had been placed over the 
slip. 
The garden club ladies have long 
adm ired Shaw ’s big blue clematis. 
This vine flourished for 15 years 
but he is fearful lest it be dying 
right at present. 
On either side of the iron gate 
he has planted artemesia, Silver 
King. At present the artemesia is 
almost four feet high. 
The asters however have stolen

There are literally thousands of 
them, some large, some small, a

Each bulb must be carefully in 
spected to see that it is planted 
right side up Mrs Schaal says she 
buys her bulbs at various places.

She 
also purchased some in Columbus 
at Wilson's Seed store and her bro­ 
ther J L Chilicote gave her some. 
She planted some

and some to the north of the house 
which gave them a shaded loca­ 
tion. The b u l b * in both locations 
bloomed satisfactorily.

So you have a dry sunny garden! 
Then plant the tall bearded

ture. of course, brings better re­ 
sults. 
They prefer plenty of sunshine 
and a rich soil deeply 
dug 
with

(No manure, but when I plant mine 
I always set them in a handful of 
bonemeal.) And give them gener­ 
ous watering while the buds are 
forming if the weather is dry. 
It is easy to have too many iris 
in the garden for they take up con­ 
siderable space, spreading gener­ 
ously.

So it is wise 
to buy carefully, visiting a good 
iris collection and choosing those 
that please you most from the flow- 
ering specimen* in the garden 
The trouble is that nearly all are 
too beautiful. If one has a parti­ 
cular color scheme in 
mind this 
will help in tile selection 
Modern bearded iris tend to have 
taller stems and grow' larger 
of 
flow-er. Sometime* these 
do not 
make as fine close masses of flow- 
er as the more dwarf kinds. 
These 
modern wonders may 
reach to the amazing heights of 
SO inches. 
The stems will be 
branched, the flowers perfect and 
of fine texture. 
The greatest pest the iris fancier 
has to fight is the Iris borer. In 
April or May a little brown moth 
lays its eggs in the leaf. 
When the eggs hatch the leaves 
of the iris look watery. Then is the 
time to pull t’ e leaf and kill the 
worm or it will eat its way down 
into the rhizome. There it stays un­ 
til the follow.ne spring when it em­ 
erges as a little brown moth. 
Iris Borer is hard to 
g i g h t. 
Some growers recommend spray­ 
ing in March and April with ar­ 
senate of lead ( ‘x pound to three 
gallons of water.) 
When weather is very wet iris 
gets root rot. The only thing to do 
then is to dig the rhizomes 
and 
dip in a preparation of one gallon 
of water and two tablespoon- of po­ 
tassium 
permanganate.
